For instance, the average 
full-time man in the plant at St 
Isidore, Que., in 1933 earned 18.51 
cents an hour, while the Wagstaffe | 
jam plant in Hamilton paid 32.09 | 
cents. Factory wages for full-time 
women ran from 10 cents an hour 
at S‘. Isidore, Que., to 20.15 cents 
at Picton. 

Auditers gave the commission 
amazing examples of low wages 
earned by piece workers. For in- 
stance the 10 lowest-paid workers 
at Grimeby, Ont., for the week 
ending Sept 1, 1934, averaged 
459 cents an hour with one girl 
averaging 1.08 cents for 515 hours. 

The 10 highest-paid piece workers 
in the Grimsby plant averaged 33 
cents an hour with one girl, evi- 
den‘ly fuly experienced, averaging 
40.17 cents an hour. 

The same girl who avereged 
1.09 cents an hour working on 
pears avcraged 16.52 cents an hour 
snipp'ng beans. 

In the Kingsville plent, the aver- 
age man earned 27.63 cents an hour 
in 1930 and 22.57 cents in 1933 
while the average woman was paid 
2136 cents in 1930 and 18.13 last 
year. In St. Catharines plant the 
men averaged 36.83 cents in 1929 
and 26.92 in 1933 while the women 
dropped from 21.95 in 1929 to 18.15 

The biggest drove occurred in the 
St. Isidore plant. In 1929, the men 
averaged 29.62 cents and in 1933,, 
18.51 while women were paid 16.22) 
and 10 cents 
The commission adjourned 
next Thursday.

REDUCE AUTO 
LICENSE FEE: 
JUMP GAS TAX

ried through, applying to the re- 
duced fees as announced, as well 
as to other fees.” 


LICENSE REDUCTION 


The reduction in fees will make 
the license on all cars not exceed- 
ing 100-inch wheelbase $10 instead 
of $15 as at present; on cars not 
over 105 inch wheel base will be 
$12.50 instead of $17.50, and cars not 
more than 110 inches will be $15 
instead of $20, while cars not over 
115-inch wheel base will be $20 in- 
stead of $22.50. Cars over the 115- 
inch wheel base will be licensed on 
the same basis as at present. 

There will be a reduction of $1 
also in the license fees for all 1925 
passenger cars or cars of previous 
years and passenger cars converted 
into light deliveries, the fee for 
such cars with a 100-inch whecl 
base being $8 instead of $9, and s0 
on up to cars not excecding 120 
inches in wheel base. 

Periodic reductions throughout 
the year will provide a license of $8 
instead of $12 for cars not over 100 
inches, at April 1; $6 instead of $9 
at July 1, and $2.50 instead of $3.75 
at November 1. 

“I believe these revisions will be 
welcomed by the majority of car 
owners,” caid the premier, “as most 
fall within this category. 


GAS TAX BOOST 

“The proposed increase in the 
gas tax will place Alberta on a 
parity with other provinces, as 
British Columbia, Manitoba and 
Quebec all have a seven cent tax. 
Alberta will be lower in license 
fees than either Saskatchewan or 
British Columbia, the latter having 
a $20 fee for the 100 inch wheel 
base car, with an additiona] $10 
registration fee, in comparison to 
Alberta’s new rate of total fee of 
$10. Saskatchewan's corresponding 
fee is $12.50." 

In stating there would be no 
change in the license year, the 
premier said all license fees would 
become due and payable on Jan 
1 but 15 days grace would be 
allowed prior to prosecutions tak- 
ing place for driving without a 
license.

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DRIVING FOR CONTROL 

If anybody supposed the election of directors 
of the Bank of Canada would proceed in the 
calm atmosphere of a prayer-meeting, or be 
carried through on the lines of a judicial ap- 
pointment, he knows better by this time. 
Candidates are canvassing, and being canvassed 
for, with all the energy that marks a general 
election contest. 

The Chambers of Commerce of Canada is 
heading the drive on behalf of the financial 
saviours of the country, with a slate which for 
appearance sake includes one or two men who 
could be trusted to give the public a break, and 
a solid majority who would be as likely to 
direct the Bank in the interests of the public as 
they are to apply for admission to a lunatic 
asylum. 

This scramble to gain control of the direc- 
torate means just one thing. It means that the 
money interests intend to get control over the 
powers of the Bank to regulate money supply 
and credit, and to ex se those powers through 
their nominees on the directorate in their own 
behalf. It is to be a private bank in character 
and functions, just as it is in law.

n>ers wha voted for the privately-owned

The sinking fund thus appears to be based 
on the fiction that any municipal] securi 
be considered a sound and proper in nt 
for these moneys except securities of the city 
of Edmonton. Seeing that Edmonton has never 
defaulted, and that the fund has been built up 
to about one-third of the debt, the credit of this 
city should surely be recognized as being quite 
as good as that of cities which have neither 
the resources, the trade, nor the prospects of 
Edmonton. 

To assume that the sinking fund board, after 
buying debentures of municipalities all over 
Canada, would refuse to accept Edmonton 
securities for one year’s payment, is rather 
far-fetched.

DOWN TO REALITIES 

If treasury notes of the city are deposited 
with the sinking fund board to the amount of 
the instalment due for 1935, in lieu of cash, it 
is quite true that the tax rate in following years 
will have to provide for the interest and prin- 
cipal. That is the “long range” view of the 
matter taken by Ald. Bellamy and Commussioner: 
Mitchell. 

But the thing is “as broad as it is long.” If 
council pays cash into the sinking fund and 
budgets for a deficit, or winds up the year with 
a deficit, the tax rate in the following years 
will have to provide interest and principal pay- 
ments to meet that deficit. And there is no 
practical possibility that the deficit would be 
less than the sinking fund payment, or the 
burden upon future tax bills lighter in the latter 
case than in the former 

The council of 1935 is not dealing with a 


| 


situation that lends itself to the ordinary con- 
siderations of long term financing. It is facing 
a situation that is immediate and emergent. It 
was elected on a clear-cut demand from the 
taxpayers that it deal with the situation as such. 
What council has to do is reduce the tax rate 
for 1935 to 40 mills, or as near that figure 
can contrive means to reach 

Chatter from Alderman Fry about the news- 
papers injuring the credit of the city in stating 
the bald facts of the case, is like “the crackling 
of dry sticks under a pot.’ No amount of lingo 
about maintaining the city’s credit, or ballyhoo 
about conditions in the sweet bye and bye, 
means anything in relation to the problem the 
council of 1935 has to solve. Unless that council 
cuts the tax fate and cuts it drastically, the 
city’s credit and the conditions of the future will 
rest with the gods. 4 

If council does effect that reduction in the 
1935 rate, the future will take care of itself, 
including the credit of the city. Nothing can 
be much more certain than that within two 
years the whole structure of western municipal 
credit will be rebuilt. Either by action of the 
Dominion parliament in making all municipal 
loans callable and wholesale refunding possible, 
or by direct action of the provincial legislature 
to cut bond-interest rates to some reasonable 
parity with present money value and earning 
power. 

The particular business of the council of 
1935 is to prevent the homes of taxpayers being 
taken away from them, or so encumbered with 
tax arrears that the owners will stop paying 
taxes. There is no way to side-step that 
responsibility, and there is no way to meet it 
save by deferring sinking fund payments or by 
an immediate reduction in bond-interest rates.

I've been reading Lord Esher's Memoirs. He 
tells of the home life of the Royal Family at 
Windsor during Queen Victoria's time. At the 
time the entries were made in his diery, Lord 
Esher was Hon. Reginald Brett. “As secretary 
to the office of public works he was in charge 
of the royal palaces. He and Mrs. Brett were 
at dinner with the Queen at Windsor. Much 
formality had preceded their seating at table. 
He says: 

“Gold plate and beautiful Sevres. Indian 
servants behind the Queen. A Highlander 
to pour out the wine. The Queen ate every- 
thing. No “courses.’ Dinner is served 
straight on, and when you finish one dish 
you get the next, without a pause for 
breath. Everyone talked as at any other 
dinner, but in subdued tones. The Queen 
was in excellent humor. 

“After dinner the Queen rose, and we 
stood back against the wall. She went out 
and we fellowed. Immediately to the left 
of the doorway in the corridor was pleced 
a chair, and in front of it a little table. 

here the Queen seated herself. We stood 

in a circle at considerable distance from 
her. Coffee was brought and liqueurs. 

“The Queen sipped her co“fee while the 
page held the saucer on a small waiter. 
Then the Princess spoke to the Queen for 
a few minutes and afterwards moved to 
Nellie (Mrs. Brett). The Queen talked a

Esher: 

“The Queen was wheeled up to Find- 
later and the other wounded V.C., both sit- 
ting in chairs. They were ordered to rise, 
but the Queen said ‘Most certainly not,’ and 
raised herself without help (a most unusual 
thing) and stood over them while she decor- 
ated them with the Cross.”

In her earlier life Victoria exercised a 
woman's prerogative by taking a dislike to Mr.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. B. L. K. writes: “Do you 
believe that people living in colder climates 
require more starches during the cold winter 
months?” 

ANSWER—I have not found it absolutely 
necessary for the patient in a cold climate to 
load up on starches. In tests made by myself, 
I find that patients on a low starch diet do very 
well. In my own experience, I have found that 
the diet during the winter can be almost the 
same all over the United States. In warmer 
sections, it is very important that the patient 
cut down on the starch used and keep it at a 
minimum. In the colder climates, I find that 
peonle in average good health are more satis- 
fied if they follow a diet similar to that given 
in my Friday menus, which call for a certain 
amount of starch, correctly combined. Of 
course, the diet given to the person trying to 
cure a disease is different from that given to 
one in normal health. When disease is present 
it is helnful to cut down on the amount of food, 
giving the body a better chance to use a cur- 
ative process, This method removes those wrong 
habits of eating which are interfering with 
health. On a low starch diet the body is allowed 
to use the nervous energy for elimination which 
would otherwise be used in assimilation if heavy 
foods are eaten. I do not advise that anyone 
living in a cold climate consume large quantities 
of starch and by keeping down the starch taken 
there is less need to eliminate the extra wastes 
which accumulate when more is taken than can 
be used. I believe that a minimum amount of 
starch is all that is needed in cold climates. It 
is probably necessary to use an increased 
amount of fats, such as the Eskimo does. As 
you know the Eskimo remains in good health 
on a diet of fats and protein, and gets along 
with no starch. When the white man feeds him 
starch he gets sick.

WATER FOR THE DRY BELT 

Those who have not seen for 
themselves the conditions exist- 
ing in the so-called drought areas 
of the prairie provinces will find 
it difficult to realize the serious 
situation which exists in South- 
Eastern Alberta, Southern Sas- 
katchewan, and South-Western 
Fortunately the dis- 
5 nt affec.ed are only 
a port-on of Canada’s grain pro- 
ducing territory; the 
areas, moreover, have been pro- 
ductive in the past, and are 
favorably situated as regards 
transportation, The discourage- 
ment due to successive crop fail- 
ures has nevertheless resulted in 
proposals for the wide-spread 
shifting of populai.on from thece 
areas to reg.ons where conditions 
during the past five years have 
been more favorable. 

It is reassuring to learn that the 
area is small over which condi- 
tions are such as to make aband- 
onment actually necessary. There 
is, of course, land which never 
should have been cultivated, but 
should have retained its original 
prairie vegetation, but this condi- 
tion only applies to restricted dis- 


stricken 


tricts, and over the greater part 
of the region affected there is 
good reason to believe’ that 
remedial measures will prove 


effective, 

The existing difficulty is not a 
new one: serious drought condi- 
tions existed in 1917 and 1921, 
They were succeeded by years of 
more normal precipitation, and 
long term records give no reason 
to suppose that a period of ade- 
quate rainfall will not follow the 
present dry cycle, In the past we 
have been in error in not realiz- 
ing fully the possibility of so 
serious a condition as now exists 
Too little attention has been given 
to the conservation of mo'‘sture 
and its utilization, and the farm- 
er's efforts have rather been in 
the direction of drainage of his 
land in order to commence work 
earlier in the season. and drain- 
ing the sloughs in order to get 
additional area tinder cultivetion, 

Suggestions of all kinds have 
been made ag to the course to be 
pursued, It seems now to be 
agreed, in Saskatchewan at least, 
that measures of reclamation and 


agricultural readjustment depend- 
ing upon local soil and climatic 
conditions are the most promis- 
ing. Farmers may have to co- 
operate by changing their meth- 
ods of cultivation, planting 
drought resisting grasses, estab- 
lishing hedges and other means to 
lessen soil drifting, and so on. 
But these efforts will have to be 
supplemented by a policy of 
water conservation on a_ wide 
scale. based on the co-ordination 
of all the reliable information 
that is available. Among the fac- 
tors which must be considered 
are precipitation, run-off, the 
underground water supply as af- 
fected by geological structure, 
the effect of surface water areas, 
trees, and vegetation, the possi- 
bilities of further utilizing exist- 
ing streams and rivers, and the 
conservation of run-off water by 
the construction of local ponds 
and reservoirs, 

It is in connection with these 
portions of the program that tech- 


| nical advice is necessary, Recog- 


nizing this fact, the Council of 
The Institute has approved a sug- 
gestion coming from our western 
members that one entire session 
at the forthcoming annual meet- 
ing of The Institute should be de- 
voted to a discussion on “The 
Water Supply of the Prairie 
Provinces and its Bearing on 
their Economic Development." 
Arrangements are being made 
accordingly, and it is intended to 
base the discussion on a series of 
papers dealing with separate as- 
pects of the problem. It is ex- 
pected that these will be sup- 
plemented by contributions from 
officers of the Dominion Meteoro- 
logical Service, the Dominion 
Water Power and Hydrometric 
Bureau, the Geological Survey, 
and the provincial technical of- 
ficers concerned.—The Engineer-

were ranked in that order by the 
voting fraternity of experts 

Miss Van Wie was put at the 
head of the list by 37 out of 102 
observers and accumulated a total 
of 177 points, figured on the basis 
of all placings. Miss Jacobs, win- 
ner of the 1933 Associated Press 
poll, trained Miss Kight in first- 
place nominations, 16 to 19, but won 
second position on points with a 
total of 131 to Miss Kight's 6). Miss 
Rawls, the little Florida girl who 
holds all-around swimming honors. | 
obtained 11 first-place votes and 72 
points. |

Stating he had knowledge of 20 
people receiving civic relief who 
were not entitled to it, Mayor 
Joseph Clarke, at Thursday's 
meeting of city council, charged 
that certain inspectors were not 
submitting proper reports to the 
head of the department on the 
Cases they interviewed. 

This statement was made by the 
Mayor in connection with his re- 
ported contention he had the right 
to dismiss civic employees. At 
former meetings Ald. R. V. Bel- 
lamy queried him on: this point, 

It was the belief of Ald. J. T. Mc- 
Creath that council had every right 


. of assigning to the commissioners 


the duty of righting conditions. He 
referred particularly to the relief 
department. 

If he definitely knew of a num- 
ber of people receiving relief who 
were not entitled to it, then in- 
formation should be sought in this 
connection and court action started 
against the persons in question, Ald. 
H, J. Macdonald maintained. 

Ald. J. W. Fry said he had heard 
of a case where a man had been re- 
ceiving relief improperly and that 
Mayor Clarke had “let him off." 

Explaining this particular case, 
the mayor answered that it involv- 
éd a returned man, and that repres 
@ntations for leniency had been 


made by the organization of which | 
he was a member. On compassiof: | 
heen 


ate grounds no action had 
taken. 

“We should have a report on the 
particular relief case to which you 
have referred, Mr. Mayor,” suggest- 
ed Ald. McCreath., 

Veering to another point, Ald, 
Fry asked the mayor: “Can you 
give us assurance that no dismissals 
will be made without the concur- 
rence of Commissioner Mitchell?" 


GIVE NO ASSURANCE 

Mayor Clarke: “No. I have the 
power to do this by city charter 
and any of my dismissals can bear 
the light of investigation. I don't 
want to make Commissitner Mit- 
chell responsible for this.” 

Ald. McCreath expressed the op- 
inion that the mayor had been un- 
wise in dismissing certain employ- 
ees in the manner he had. Such 


action resulted in the wrong ims, 


pression that dismissals had been 


made on persons’ grounds. “You 
should have the concurrence of 
Commissioner Mitchell in these 


eases,” he argued. 

Mayor Clarke: “If you think it is 
necessary to amend the charter so 
as to tie the mayor's hands, do it 
with your eyes open, because when 
a mayor comes in with a majority 
on council he is going to have his 
own way.” 

Ald. James East referred to other 
dismissals whcih had resulted in 
expensive litigation. 


WILL FILE REPORT 

Mayor Clarke then promised a 
report on the relief cases in ques- 
tion. 

Ald, J. W. Findlay: “I am not go- 
ing to be a party to curtailing the 
powers of the commissioners. They 
are responsible to city council. If 
there is anything wrong in the de- 
partments, the charter clearly sets 
out the duties of the commission- 
ers.” 

Pointing to a weakness in the 
present system, Ald. Fry said a case 
might occur where one of the com- 
missioners ‘dismissed an employee 
and the other re-appointed him. 

Giving his attitude on this ques- 
tion, Commissioner Mitchell said: 
“Unless a man is falling down on 
the job dismissals are not frequent.”
